To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  Councils  of  the  United  South  West 
Districts  of  Shropshire. 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  report  on  the  health  of  your  districts  for  the  year  ending  31st 
December  1967. 

The  composition  of  the  districts  changed  at  1st  April  1967,  when  Clun  Rural  District  Council 
and  Bishops  Castle  Municipal  Borough  Council  merged  under  the  terms  of  the  Salop  (No.  2) 
Order  to  become  the  Clun  and  Bishops  Castle  Rural  District  Council.  Under  the  terms  of  the 
same  Order,  the  composition  of  the  Atcham  Rural  District  changed  slightly  due  to  boundary 
alterations  between  the  Rural  District  and  neighbouring  Authorities. 

The  mid-year  populations  of  the  two  districts  was  estimated  to  be  35,700 — an  increase  of  630 
due  to  an  appreciable  increase  in  the  population  of  the  Atcham  Rural  District;  the  population  of 
Clun  and  Bishops  Castle  once  again  declined  slightly. 

The  standardised  birth  rate  for  Atcham  was  higher  than  for  either  the  County  of  Salop  or 
England  and  Wales  as  a  whole,  whilst  the  death  rate  for  the  district  was  lower.  The  birth  rate  for 
Clun  and  Bishops  Castle  was  somewhat  lower  than  the  national  average,  but  the  death  rate  was 
appreciably  lower  than  for  the  County  or  the  Country.  Notifications  of  statutorily  Notifiable 
Diseases  were  double  those  for  1966,  due  largely  to  the  incidence  of  measles  which  accounted  for 
557  of  the  707  notifications  received. 

In  the  Atcham  Rural  District  the  Council’s  slum  clearance  drive  continued  satisfactorily  with 
the  Council  considering  (following  the  service  of ‘time  and  place’  notices)  128  houses  and  making 
appropriate  orders  on  the  majority:  55  houses  were  demolished  during  the  year  and  128  brought 
up  to  a  satisfactory  standard. 

The  Council  were  able  to  build  only  four  units  of  accommodation  during  the  year,  but  96 
private  houses  were  completed:  both  figures  show  a  sharp  decline  on  1966.  An  ambitious  building 
programme  for  the  Council  was  under  way  by  the  end  of  the  year  however,  including  the  Council’s 
fourth  group  dwellings  scheme  in  the  village  of  Pontesbury. 

The  only  new  water  scheme  completed  in  the  Atcham  Rural  District  during  the  year  was  in 
the  village  of  Harley  where  the  West  Shropshire  Water  Board  extended  their  main  from  an 
adjoining  village  to  make  available  a  satisfactory  supply  where  none  previously  existed. 

In  the  Rural  District  of  Clun  and  Bishops  Castle,  the  solution  to  the  water  supply  problems 
took  a  further  step  during  the  year  with  the  commissioning  of  the  scheme  serving  the  Pennerly 
and  Bog  areas,  and  further  schemes  to  serve  the  Lydham,  More,  Norbury,  Wentnor,  Edgton, 
Hopesay,  Hopton  Castle,  Clunton  and  Clun  areas  were  imminent  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

A  new  sewage  disposal  works  for  Clun  came  into  operation  during  the  year,  but  very  little 
further  practical  progress  was  possible  on  main  sewerage  schemes  in  either  of  the  two  districts:  in 
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the  Atcham  Rural  District  the  Council  took  over  responsibility  for  the  War  Department  sewage 
works  at  Wilcot  and  connected  the  Nesscliffe  housing  site  and  School  through  a  pumping  station 
and  rising  main,  to  these  works.  The  Council’s  Officers  and  Consulting  Engineers  were  preparing 
several  area  sewerage  schemes  by  the  end  of  the  year,  including  a  storm  water  scheme  to  relieve 
flooding  in  the  village  of  Bomere  Health. 

Both  districts  were  affected  by  the  Foot  &  Mouth  epidemic  and  this  made  the  provision  of 
refuse  collection  and  rodent  control  difficult. 

Details  of  the  personal  Health  Services  operating  in  the  two  Districts  and  statistics  associated 
with  them  are  republished  in  this  Report  from  the  Annual  Report  of  the  County  Medical  Officer 
of  Health.  I  should  like  to  express  thanks  to  Dr.  P.  C.  Moore  for  their  use,  and  also  my  thanks 
and  appreciation  to  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspectors  of  the  Districts  for  their  reports  on  the 
sanitary  circumstances,  which  form  Section  C  of  the  Report.

PERSONAL  HEALTH  SERVICES 

These  Services  are  provided  by  the  County  Council  under  the  authority  of.  the  National 
Health  Service  Act,  1946. 


Care  of  Mothers  and  Young  Children 

(a)  Child  Health  Centres 

Stone  House,  Bishop’s  Castle  .  2nd  and  4th  Fridays 

Public  Hall,  Pontesbury  .  2nd  and  4th  Tuesdays 


(b)  Family  Planning  Clinics 

The  Shrewsbury  and  District  Branch  of  the  Family  Planning  Association  operate  a  clinic  in 
the  County  Council’s  Health  Centre  at  Murivance,  Shrewsbury,  from  1.30  p.m.  to  3.30  p.m. 
on  Mondays  (Bank  Holidays  excepted),  and  from  2.0  p.m.  to  3.30  p.m.  on  the  second  and  fourth 
Wednesdays  in  each  month.  An  evening  clinic  is  also  held  from  6.30  p.m.  to  7.30  p.m.  on  the 
second  and  fourth  Mondays  in  the  month. 


(c)  Care  of  Unmarried  Mothers  and  Illegitimate  Children 

Moral  Welfare  Workers  employed  by  the  Hereford  and  Lichfield  Diocesan  Associations 
(to  whom  the  County  Council  pay  annual  grants  of  £550  and  £900  respectively)  cover  the  District, 
being  based  as  follows: — 

Miss  P.  Barnes,  Lyme  Cottage,  Eardisland,  Leominster  (Pembridge  274). 

Mrs.  C.  M.  Gibson,  7  New  College  Road,  Shrewsbury  (Shrew-sbury  6083). 

Mrs.  C.  V.  Jones,  25  Talbot  Chambers,  Market  Street,  Shrewsbury  (Shrewsbury  4900). 

The  County  Council  also  gives  substantial  grants  to  two  Mother  and  Baby  Homes  affiliated 
to  the  Lichfield  Diocese,  but  within  the  County,  to  which  cases  from  any  County  District  may 
be  admitted. 


(d)  Distribution  of  Welfare  Foods 

There  are  thirteen  distribution  points  in  the  area  from  which  supplies  of  National  Welfare 
Foods  (National  Dried  Milk,  Orange  Juice,  Cod  Liver  Oil  and  Vitamin  A  and  D  tablets)  can 
be  obtained.  These  points  have  been  set  up  at  a  variety  of  places,  including  Child  Health  Centres, 
Post  Offices,  local  shops  and  private  houses. 

There  are  ten  such  points  in  the  Atcham  Rural  District,  three  in  the  Clun  and  Bishop  s 
Castle  Rural  District. 
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Midwifery  and  Home  Nursing 

The  County  Council  employ  a  total  of  15  midwives  in  the  District.  Throughout  the  whole 
area  they  undertake  district  nursing  as  well  as  midwifery  duties.  In  addition,  two  full-time 
District  Nurses  are  employed. 

Health  Visiting 

Five  full-time  and  one  part-time  Health  Visitors  are  employed  by  the  County  Council  in  the 
combined  Districts  in  addition  to  five  District  Nurse  Midwives  who  are  qualified  Health  Visitors 
and  undertake  this  work  as  part  of  their  duties. 

Ambulance  Service 

The  Central  Ambulance  Depot  is  at  Abbey  Foregate,  Shrewsbury,  and  the  telephone  number 
is  Shrewsbury  6331.  A  new  full-time  Ambulance  Depot  was  opened  at  Craven  Arms  on  25th 
December,  1965,  replacing  the  former  Sub-Depots  at  Ludlow  and  Bishop’s  Castle.  At  the  end  of 
the  year  1967  there  were  16  ambulances  at  Shrewsbury,  4  dual  purpose  vehicles,  and  1  car  for 
sitting  cases.  5  ambulances  and  2  dual  purpose  vehicles  were  based  at  Craven  Arms. 

Vaccination  and  Immunisation 

Protection  is  olfered,  in  particular  to  pre-school  children,  school  children,  and  in  special 
circumstances  to  others,  against  Smallpox,  Whooping  Cough,  Diphtheria,  Tetanus  and  Polio¬ 
myelitis  and  to  children  of  thirteen-years  and  over  against  Tuberculosis.  Protection  against 
Measles  will  be  offered  to  children  in  1968. 

The  immunisation  procedure  is  carried  out  in  many  cases  by  General  Medical  Practitioners, 
and  by  School  Medical  Officers  in  Clinics  and  Schools. 

Travellers  to  countries  where  Yellow  Fever  is  endemic  are  given  protection  but  a  fee  of  14s. 
has  been  charged  for  this  service.  This  fee  is  to  be  increased  to  25/-  in  1968.  Immunisation  sessions 
for  which  patients  are  given  appointments  are  held  at  the  Shirehall,  Abbey  Foregate  Shrewsbury 
on  the  first  and  third  Mondays  in  the  month  at  3  p.m. 

Prevention  of  Illness,  Care  and  After-Care 

(a)  All  home  nurses  and  midwives  hold  a  small  supply  of  minor  articles  of  nursing  equipment 
such  as  hot  water  bottles,  air  rings,  bed  pans  and  feeding  cups  for  loan  to  patients  being  nursed 
at  home. 

(b)  The  treatment  of  Tuberculosis  falls  to  Regional  Hospital  Boards  to  provide  in  the  way 
of  Sanatoria  and  Chest  Clinics,  but  the  preventive  and  after-care  side  of  the  work  is  shared  between 
the  Hospital  Boards  and  Local  Health  Authorities.  The  County  Council  for  their  share  provide 
open-air  Shelters  where  required.  They  also  join  with  Regional  Boards  in  making  from  time  to 
time  local  arrangements  for  Mass  Miniature  Radiography  Surveys,  and  through  their  Health 
Visitors  undertake  a  considerable  amount  of  follow-up  work  with  patients.  Extra  nourishment 
may  be  provided  in  necessitous  cases. 

(c)  Arrangements  are  made  under  this  section  for  the  convalescence  of  persons  not  requiring 
special  medical  or  nursing  care. 

(d)  Through  their  Mental  Welfare  Officers  and  Health  Visitors,  the  County  Council  are 
responsible  for  the  supervision  in  their  own  homes  of  mentally  handicapped  persons  and  also 
for  helping  general  medical  practitioners  to  secure  hospital  treatment  for  those  persons  who 
become  mentally  unbalanced. 
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Domestic  Help 

This  area  is  for  the  most  part  served  from  three  Home  Help  Offices.  The  Shrewsbury  Office, 
which  is  open  from  Monday  to  Friday,  deals  with  the  majority  of  the  cases  in  the  Atcham  Rural 
District.  There  is  an  office  in  Church  Stretton,  open  on  Monday  mornings  and  Thursday  after¬ 
noons,  whilst  the  cases  in  the  Clun  and  Bishop’s  Castle  Rural  District  are  served  from  the  Ludlow 
Home  Help  Office,  which  is  open  on  Monday,  Wednesday  and  Friday  afternoons.  A  few  cases 
on  the  eastern  borders  of  the  Atcham  Rural  District  may  fall  to  be  dealt  with  by  either  the 
Wellington  or  the  Bridgnorth  Home  Help  Offices.

The  majority  of  cases  dealt  with  by  the  Shrewsbury  office  were  resident  in  the  Borough. 


Hospital  Service 

Complementary  to  the  Health  Services  provided  by  the  County  Council  under  the  provisions 
of  Part  HI  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946,  Hospital  and  Specialist  Services  are  provided 
by  the  Birmingham  Regional  Hospital  Board  under  the  provisions  of  Part  II  of  the  Act. 

The  United  Districts  are  reasonably  well  supplied  with  hospitals  under  the  Nos.  15  and  16 
Hospital  Management  Committees,  and  by  Consultants  based  on  the  principal  hospitals  but  who 
hold  Specialist  Clinics  at  many  of  the  smaller  hospitals  in  the  area. 

For  the  diagnosis  and  treatment  of  Tuberculosis,  Chest  Clinics  are  held  at  Copthorne  Hos¬ 
pital,  Shrewsbury,  and  at  Wellington,  whilst  for  patients  from  the  south  of  the  Districts,  a  Chest 
Clinic  is  held  on  the  third  Tuesday  in  each  month  at  1 1  a.m.  at  the  Child  Health  Centre,  Clifton- 
ville,  Dinham,  Ludlow.  Although  this  clinic  is  provided  by  the  Regional  Hospital  Board,  it  is, 
for  convenience,  held  at  the  County  Council’s  Centre. 

Mass  Miniature  Radiography  Surveys  are  undertaken  from  time  to  time  by  the  Wolver¬ 
hampton  Mass  Radiography  Unit,  but  no  such  public  surveys  were  undertaken  within  the  area 
of  the  United  Districts  during  the  current  year. 
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Venereal  Diseases  Clinic 

This  Clinic  is  held  at  1  Belmont,  Shrewsbury,  and  is  provided  by  the  Shrewsbury  Group 
Hospital  Management  Committee  as  part  of  the  hospital  and  specialist  services.  The  Medical 
Officers  in  charge  are  Dr.  J.  P.  G.  Rogerson  and  Dr.  E.  M.  McCarter.  The  Clinic  also  serves 
the  neighbouring  Counties  of  Montgomeryshire  and  Radnorshire.

Laboratory  Facilities 

The  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  the  Royal  Salop  Infirmary  is  extensively  used  for  the 
bacteriological  examination  of  water,  milk  and  ice  cream. 

Chemical  analyses  of  water  samples  and  sewage  effluents  are  made  by  the  Public  Analyst 
at  Chester. 

Good  laboratory  facilities  are  very  necessary  to  the  work  of  the  Health  Department,  and  I 
should  like  to  express  my  thanks  to  Dr.  A.  C.  Jones,  of  the  Shrewsbury  Laboratory,  and  his  staff 
for  their  assistance,  in  particular  perhaps  for  their  invaluable  advice  when  some  bacteriological 
or  epidemiological  problem  arises. 
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SECTION  C 

ATCHAM  RURAL  DISTRICT  COUNCIL 


Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 

There  was  no  radical  change  in  the  collection  or  disposal  service  during  the  year. 

The  collection  vehicles,  all  modern  rear  compression  loaders,  consisted  (at  the  end  of  the  year) 
of  four  Dennis  Paxit  18/24  cu.  yard,  an  older  Karrier  vehicle  being  replaced  during  the  year.  The 
Paxit  vehicles,  being  purpose-made,  have  proved  very  satisfactory  subject  to  constant  main¬ 
tenance  by  the  Council’s  Fitter:  the  first  of  these  vehicles  was  purchased  in  1961  and  has  several 
years  of  useful  life  yet. 

Over  thousand  tons  of  refuse  were  collected,  and  a  mileage  of  48,789  miles  was  covered  by 
the  vehicles  during  the  course  of  collection,  marginally  less  than  in  1966  due  to  the  replacement  of 
the  Karrier  with  the  larger  Paxit  vehicle,  and  despite  the  additional  parishes  of  Great  &  Little 
Ness  which  were  added  to  the  Council’s  area  on  1st  April  1967. 

The  demand  for  a  weekly  collection  service  increased  during  the  year  and  it  is  clear  that  the 
changing  pattern  of  living  will  make  this  essential  as  the  Ministry  of  Housing  &  Local  Govern¬ 
ment  Working  Party  made  clear  in  their  report  published  during  the  year. 

The  nature  of  domestic  refuse  is  changing  rapidly  as  the  ratio  of  packaging  materials  to  denser 
rubbish  (such  as  ash)  increases,  and  this  is  presenting  problems  in  the  areas  further  frorn  the  tip; 
the  greater  volume  of  refuse  (with  proportionately  less  weight)  fills  the  vehicles  more  quickly  and 
necessitates  more  frequent  visits  to  the  tip.  It  may  be  that  a  larger  vehicle  will  be  required  even¬ 
tually  to  service  such  areas. 

The  Council’s  dustbin  hiring  scheme  was  inaugurated  in  1955  and  continues  to  be  a  ^ccess  : 
a  total  of  502  bins  were  issued  in  1967— a  considerable  increase  on  the  previous  year.  Over  3i 
thousand  bins  have  been  issued  since  the  scheme  commenced. 

The  Corporation  of  Shrewsbury  have  continued  to  use  the  Boars  Den  tip  by  agreement  with 
the  Council  and  the  arrangement  has  worked  satisfactorily,  with  mutually  beneficial  results  to 
both  Authorities.  Tipping  by  private  contractors  continued  to  increase  during  the  year,  and  the 
income  from  the  issue  of  tip  tickets  amounted  to  approximately  £850.  As  the  surface  area  ot  the 
tip  increases,  the  provision  of  covering  material  becomes  more  difficult,  and  it  has  been  necessary 
at  times  during  the  year  to  hire  earth-moving  equipment  to  excavate  soil  from  the  periphery  ot  the 
tip  to  cover  the  refuse. 


Rodent  Control 

Although  the  Council’s  rodent  control  scheme  continued  to  operate  during  the  year,  the  spread 
of  the  warfarin-resistant  rats  in  the  western  part  of  the  district  posed  increa^ng  problems.  In 
addition,  the  foot  and  mouth  epidemic  at  the  end  of  the  year  meant  that  the  (J>uncil  s  Rodent 
Operator  was  unwelcome  at  farms,  thus  restricting  rodent  control  activity.  The  Ministry  oi 
Agriculture,  however,  were  co-operative  in  this  problem,  and  were  prepared  to  send  m  their 
operatives  under  strict  control  where  farmers  reported  heavy  infestations. 

To  meet  the  increase  in  the  demand  for  the  service,  the  Council  authorised  the  appointment  of 
an  assistant  operator  early  in  the  year,  but  the  Central  Government  request  for  a  restriction  on 
expenditure  by  Local  Authorities  meant  that  this  proposed  increase  m  staff  had  to  be  postponed. 

Most  of  the  work  was  undertaken  on  a  contract  basis  and  by  the  end  of  the  year  the  Council 
held  85  contracts  on  various  properties.

Housing  Survey  and  Slum  Clearance 

Although  the  Council’s  housing  survey  had  been  completed  by  the  end  of  1966,  the  addition 
of  the  tw  o  parishes  from  the  former  Ellesmere  Rural  District  Council  (Great  Ness  and  Little  Ness) 
at  1st  April  necessitated  an  extension  of  the  survey,  and  this  was  done  during  the  Summer. 
The  survey  of  these  two  parishes  revealed  that  approximately  one-fifth  of  the  dwellings  were  sub¬ 
standard  in  various  degrees — a  proportion  which  was  much  in  line  with  the  district  as  a  whole. 

The  work  of  slum  clearance  continued  during  the  year,  and  the  Council  considered  (following 
the  service  of  ‘time  and  place’  notices)  a  total  of  128  unfit  houses  and  made  demolition  orders  on 
75,  closing  orders  on  46,  and  accepted  plans  for  improvement  in  respect  of  the  remaining  7  houses. 
During  the  year,  55  houses  were  demolished,  largely  as  a  result  of  the  slum  clearance  programme, 
and  127  houses  were  brought  up  to  a  satisfactory  standard. 

During  the  year,  17  families  were  re-housed  from  sub-standard  houses — a  considerable 
and  disappointing  reduction  on  the  previous  year. 

Water  Supplies  and  Sampling 

The  number  of  visits  made  by  Inspectors  during  the  year  in  connection  with  water  supplies  was 
581  and  a  total  of  345  samples  were  obtained  for  bacteriological  or  chemical  examination.  The 
majority  of  these  samples  were  obtained  in  connection  with  the  housing  survey  programme  or 
improvement  grant  work,  but  44  samples  were  obtained  at  regular  intervals  from  the  new 
swimming  bath  which  was  completed  at  Pontesbury  School  early  in  1967. 

During  the  year,  the  West  Shropshire  W'ater  Board  mains  supply  was  extended  to  serve  the 
village  of  Harley,  providing  a  satisfactory  supply  where  none  previously  existed.  Similarly,  the 
Board’s  mains  in  Dorrington  were  available  for  householders  to  connect  to  and  by  the  end  of  the 
year  there  were  very  few  houses  still  connected  to  the  old,  unsatisfactory  Estate  supply. 

At  the  end  of  the  year,  a  circular  letter  from  the  Ministry  of  Health  reminded  Local  Authori¬ 
ties  of  the  danger  which  could  arise  from  lead  in  drinking  water,  and  urged  Authorities  to  ensure 
that  mains  supplies  do  not  possess  the  quality  of  plumbo-solvency.  A  number  of  chemical 
samples  were  taken  from  both  public  and  private  supplies,  and  appropriate  precautionary  advice 
given  where  necessary.

Inspections  of  all  cafes  and  restaurants  in  the  district  were  carried  out  during  the  year,  and 
conditions  were  found  to  be  generally  very  good.  The  condition  of  village  shops  continues  to 
improve  in  general,  especially  in  those  villages  where  public  amenities  are  available,  and  develop¬ 
ment  is  taking  place.  Public  Flouses  vary  in  quality  throughout  the  district,  but  with  control 
passing  into  the  hands  of  the  large  brewery  chains  improvements  are  being  carried  out  in  the 
sub-standard  houses. 

The  retailers  of  ice-cream  generally  sell  the  prepacked  products  of  the  large  national  manu¬ 
facturers  who  have  the  laboratory  facilities  and  staff  to  ensure  that  their  products  are  of  a  high 
standard  of  purity.  All  the  samples  of  this  type  of  ice-cream  taken  during  the  year  were  of  a 
satisfactory  standard.  Some  concern  is  felt  in  connection  with  the  retailing  of  soft  ice-cream  from 
mobile  vans:  these  vehicles  are  not  required  to  be  registered  under  the  present  law  and  the 
careless  handling  of  the  ice-cream  mix  could  result  in  dangerous  situations. 


Petroleum  Storage 

During  the  year  the  Council  received  five  applications  for  new  licences  to  store  petroleum 
spirit:  in  addition,  seven  licenced  installations  were  transferred  from  the  former  Ellesmere 
R.D.C.,  in  Great  and  Little  Ness  parishes.  •  .  i  ^ 

During  the  year  also,  the  licencee  of  one  of  the  old  unsatisfactory  installations  (at  Minsterley) 
died  and  the  Council  declined  to  transfer  the  licence:  the  installation  was  removed. 

The  result  of  this  was  that  at  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  149  licenced  installations,  of  which 
41  were  held  by  petrol  retailers,  and  one  by  a  major  oil  company  (bulk  depot).

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Housing  Management 

The  total  of  permanent  Council  houses,  bungalows  and  flats  had  risen  at  the  end  of  the  year 
to  1,359,  due  partly  to  the  transfer  of  78  dwellings  from  the  former  Ellesmere  R.D.C.  at  Nesscliffe, 
Little  Ness  and  Kinton.  The  maintainance  of  these  houses  necessitated  the  employment,  through 
Contractors,  of  at  least  five  men  full-time  and  several  others  part-time.  A  total  of  1,693  repair 
instructions  were  issued  during  the  year  to  all  trades,  and  all  urgent  and  pressing  work  was  carried 
out.  As  a  result  of  employing  a  housing  repairs  assistant,  it  was  possible,  for  the  first  time,  to 
prepare  a  programme  of  repair  work  to  be  carried  out  in  advance  of  the  painting  contractors 
on  those  sites  which  were  due  for  the  5-year  re-painting,  and  it  is  hoped  that  this  practice  will 
enable  repair  works  to  be  carried  out  more  systematically  with  consequent  benefits  to  both 
Council  and  tenants. 

For  the  second  successive  year  there  was  no  frost  damage  recorded. 

Although  the  majority  of  the  pre-war  houses  had  been  completely  modernised  by  the  end  of 
the  year,  fifteen  houses  on  four  sites  remained  to  be  improved,  and  it  is  anticipated  that  these  will 
be  completed  by  the  end  of  1968.  However,  several  of  the  pre-war  sites  which  were  improved  at 
the  beginning  of  the  programme,  and  two  sites  transferred  from  the  former  Ellesmere  R.D.C., 
have  not  been  improved  to  the  current  standard,  and  tenants  are  now  expecting  a  better  standard 
in  these  houses. 

Re-Housing 

During  the  year  a  total  of  79  families  were  re-housed  (an  appreciable  decrease  on  1966) 


and  these  were  made  up  as  follows: —

The  decrease  in  the  number  of  families  housed  during  the  year  was  due  to  the  exceptionally 
small  number  of  Council  houses  completed  in  the  twelve  months:  a  substantial  building  pro¬ 
gramme  was  under  way,  however,  by  the  end  of  the  year  and  it  is  anticipated  that  this  will  go  a 
long  way  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  waiting  list  and  also  the  slum  clearance  applicants.  Similarly, 
the  group  bungalows  now  under  construction  at  Pontesbury  are  likely  to  satisfy  the  demand  which 
has  grown  recently  from  elderly  people  in  that  area.

As  a  consequence  of  the  newly-established  County  Training  Scheme  for  Public  Health 
Inspectors,  Mr.  D.  J.  Simmons  was  appointed  a  pupil  to  train  jointly  with  this  Authority  and  the 
Shrewsbury  Corporation:  Mr.  Simmons  commenced  his  training  with  this  Authority  in  October 
and  moved  on  to  the  University  of  Birmingham  for  theoretical  training  at  the  end  of  the  year.

Water  Supplies 

The  scheme  to  supply  the  Pennerley  and  Bog  areas  was  completed  and  came  into  use  early  in 
the  summer. 

The  new  estimates  for  the  large  scheme  to  supply  Lydham,  More,  Norbury,  Wentnor,  Edgton, 
Hopesay,  Hopton  Castle,  Clunton  and  Clun  have  been  prepared  and  amount  to  some  £550,000. 
Permission  to  carry  out  the  work  is  expected  shortly  and  a  start  should  be  made  in  1968. 

The  usual  shortage  of  water  occurred  late  in  the  summer  at  Lynch  Gate,  and  Round  Oak  and 
water  had  to  be  carried.  In  spite  of  the  new  supply,  water  also  had  to  be  carried  to  two  properties 

in  the  Bog  area  and  three  at  Roundhill. 

A  total  of  49  samples  of  water  were  taken  for  bacteriological  testing  and  were  reported  on  as 
follows: —

Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 

The  merger  of  the  two  districts  has  now  given  us  an  extra  refuse  vehicle  for  three  days  each 
week  and  by  using  it  to  the  full  all  monthly  collections  have  been  improved  to  fortnightly  and  each 
vehicle  has  one  day  free  for  maintenance  each  fortnight.  The  serious  outbreak  of  foot  and  mouth 
disease  just  to  the  north  and  west  of  the  district  made  it  necessary  to  stop  using  Grimmer  Tip 
near  Worthen  and  precautions  were  also  taken  by  not  making  collections  from  the  sparser  areas. 

Tipping  conditions  are  still  unsatisfactory  and  consideration  is  being  given  to  possible 
methods  of  co-operation  with  neighbouring  authorities  in  the  use  of  a  central  controlled  tip  or 
possibly  an  incinerator. 

Sewerage  Schemes 

The  new  disposal  works  at  Clun  Green  serving  Clun  came  into  operation  during  the  summer 
and  is  now  working  very  satisfactorily. 

Little  progress  has  been  made  in  respect  of  new  schemes  although  the  Bucknell  and  Bedstone 
Scheme  and  the  Kinsley  Road,  Knighton  scheme  are  expected  to  be  the  subjects  of  a  Joint  Local 
Inquiry  to  be  held  early  in  1968. 

A  report  is  being  prepared  for  sewering  the  village  of  Lydbury  North  where  there  is  a  serious 
nuisance  caused  by  the  discharge  of  the  old  village  sewer  into  a  shallow  flat  ditch.

During  the  year  fifty  grants  were  approved,  17  being  discretionary  and  33  standard.  The 
average  cost  of  discretionary  grants  is  now  £370  per  property  and  of  standard  grants  £180  per 
property. 

Over  six  hundred  and  fifty  houses  have  been  improved  and  the  Council’s  record  in  this 
respect  is  well  above  average. 

Rodent  Control 

It  has  been  another  year  of  difficult  conditions  in  this  field  due  to  the  continued  use  of  acute 
poisons  and  the  extra  time  and  care  this  necessitates.  The  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and 
Food  continued  to  treat  a  band  of  land  around  the  area  containing  the  resistant  rats.

The  total  number  of  deaths  was  35  less  than  in  the  previous  year,  and  the  crude  death-rate 
is  9.38  per  1,000  of  the  population.  The  corrected  death-rates  for  each  of  the  Districts  is:  Atcham 
9.19,  Clun  and  Bishop’s  Castle  8.18. 

The  three  chief  causes  of  death  were  as  in  previous  years.  Heart  and  Circulatory  diseases, 
Vascular  diseases  of  the  nervous  system  and  Malignant  diseases. 

There  were  only  4  deaths  from  motor  vehicle  accidents  and  7  deaths  from  other  accidents. 

It  will  be  noticed  also  that  there  were  no  deaths  from  the  infectious  diseases  (diphtheria, 
measles,  whooping  cough  and  scarlet  fever),  which  used  to  be  the  cause  of  death  among  young 
children,  and  there  have  been  no  deaths  from  poliomyelitis.
